Students  who 
enroll  for  CJ  are  educated  in  one  of  two 
possible  concentrations-Law  Enforcement 
or  Corrections.  Both  of  these  require  the 
same  general  courses  of  its  students  but 
then  split  apart  as  far  as  specialization 
goes. 

The  law  enforcement  concentrates 
around  basic  patrol  procedures,  adminis- 
tration, criminologist  and  investigation. 
Corrections  concentrates  on  paroles,  par- 


dons, counseling,  and  correction  facilities. 
Within  the  C  J  department  of  MCC  is  an 
organization  dedicated  to  helping  the  com- 
munity through  CJ  activities.  The  CJA
